promised  to  reappear  at  the  same 
spot  on  July  16. 

Thousands  of  Catholics  from  the 
d  i  s  t  r  i  c  t  surrounding  Asseiceira 
gathered  at  the  village  on  the  lat¬ 
ter-  date,  and  some  stated  that  the 
boy,  apparently  .in  a  trance,  trans- 
I  mitted  answers  from  "an  invisible 
presence"  to  questions  they  put. 
Thereafter  “miraculous  c  u  r  e  «’* 
were  reported,  and  peasants  of  the 
area  continued  gathering  regularly 
at  the  spot. 

Investigators  sent  to  Asseiceira 
by  the  Patriarch  said  that  the  al- 
|  ieged  visions  were  groy-dless  and 
last  Aug.  7  the  prelate  warned 
Catholics  against  further  participa¬ 
tion  in  tlie  celebrations.  Despite 
his  admonition,  however;  peasants 
|  continued  to  make  "pilgrimages’*

It  is  true  that  the  Baptist  work 
has  grown  and  expanded  in  recent 
years.  We  have  meetings  on  top 
of  meetings. 

However,  we  would  remind  our 
rentiers  that  all  of  these  meetings 
are  good  ones  and  necessary.  We 
do  know  that  churches  that  sup¬ 
port  all  of  the  meetings,  conven¬ 
tions,  and  conferences  are  usually- 
the  churches  that  “do  things.”  all 
that  the  term  implies. 

We  have  our  meetings  that  sup¬ 
port  and  strengthen  foreign  mis- 
sisions,  home  missions,  Sunday 
School,  Training  Union,  various 
commissions,  the  Brotherhood, 
and  local  organizations,  as  well  as 
the  various  state  and  local  church 
organizations. 

We  know  a  woman  that  tries  to 
teach  a  Junday  School  class,  lead 
a  Training  Union  group,  be  a 
jp ember  of  the  Woman’s  Mission¬ 
ary  Union,  and  lead  the  Sunbeams. 
Anyone  trying  to  carry  such  a  load 
will  not  have  much  time  for  home 
affairs.  If  the  husband  also  takes 
a  place  of  leadership  in  the  Broth¬ 
erhood,  the  Training  Union,  the 
Sunday  School,  and  sings  in  the 
choir,  that  family  will  not  have 
much  home  life.  Many  meals  will 
consist  of  canned  pork  and  beans! 

Afte?  discussing  this  matter 
with  many  of  our.  leaders,  we  feel 
as  they  do  that  there  are  too 
many  meetings,  hut  there  is  not  a 
single  one  of  them  that  we  Mould 
want  to  eliminate.  They  are  all 
good  and  worthy. 

We  do  believe  that  the  Family 
Night  program  wall  help  in  the 
matter.  Most  of  our  pastors  are 
familiar  with  Family  Night. 
Briefly  it  is  the  having  of  many 


during  World  War  I,  went  into  a 
butcher  shop  and  asked  the  price 
of  steak.

Bible  Text 
25-27 

I.  GOD  AND  MAN  "ARE  OUTS". 

That  was  the  burden  of  last 
week  s  lesson.  The  psalmist  in 
that  lesson  sees  himself  afar  from 
God  and  is,  in  consequence  in 
deep  distress.  Now  there  is  hope 
for  the  man  in  that  condition.  The 
man  who  has  “wandered  far  away 
from  God”  and  does  not  realize 
that  he  has  so  wandered  is  in  a 
hopeless  condition,  for  just  so  long 
as  he  does  not  realize  the  fact. 
Hope  for  the  sinner  comes  from 
awareness  upon  his  part  of  his 
guilty  distance  from  God. 

Now  sin  is  anything  that  results 
In  the  setting  of  this  distance  be¬ 
tween  the  wanderer  and  God.  Sin 
is  absence  from  God ;  sin  is  the 
act  or  state  of  the  neglect  of  God- 
God  is  not  far  from  every  man. 
but  man  may.  m  the  act  of  re¬ 
bellion  stand  still.  sit  sCll, 
still  in  the  body,  while  in  spirit, 
as  another  prodigal  take  ‘his  jour¬ 
ney  into  a  far  country”,  and  go 
down  to  the  hog  pasture  and  the
